TWIN FALLS - Oh, what a difference a 
fortnight makes. 

Pledges to United Way of Magic Valley 
are 33 percent ahead of last year at this 
time, and the campaign is more than 
halfway toward its goal. Executive Direc- 
tor Susan Kelley said Tuesday. 

"We’re at SI42.000, ond wc had 


$107,000 at this time last year," Kelley 
said. “But you have to remember wc start- 
ed pur compaign two weeks earlier this 
year." 

It’s the strongest start for the local Unit- 
ed Way campaign since 1991, when it end- 
ed up with a record S302.000 in pledges. 
This year’s goal is $275,000. . 

"Our volunteers have done a good job," 
Kelley said. "But it’s hard to tell how it re- 
ally compares with last year.” 


The nominal end of the campaign is Jan. 
I, but it will effectively run until the sec- 
ond week in January when the process of 
allocating money to the United Way’s 17 
member agencies begins. 

Historically, the United Way collects the 
lion’s share of its money in the final month 
of the campaign. Last year, for example, 
the organization got $140,000 in pledges 
after Dec. I. and ended up with $250,000.

Jerome 
seeks Kne 
for sewage

JEROME - Two .sewLT pipelines may be 
built as early as next year that would link 
the north canyon rim with the Jerome 
wastewater trcaimcnt plant. 

"If we’re going to do this this winter, we 
have to do it quickly .so wc can gel the line 
in and covered up so farmers can get on 
with farming m the .spring." said Thomas 
A, Krumsick. with the CU2M Hill engi- 
neering firm. 

The pipelines would carry sevv.'ige from 
the recently fonned Crossroads Water and 
Sewer District. They would huve a capaci- 
ty of 1.4 million gallon.s per day. fVom in- 
dustrial and rcsideiuiul users on more ihan 

10.000 acru.s. 

About 250 current resideni.s could be 
served by the pipeline. 

"The comprehensive plan projects that 
in 20 ^ears that will increase to about 

2.000 in the sewer district,’' Krumsick 
said. A 14-inch pine "could handle that, 
and the 8-inch pipeline would ho put in for 
the contingency of growth." he .said. 

ABC Agri, developer of Crossroads 
Ranch at the iriiersectton of Imcrstaie S4 
and U.S. 93. would pay fur the pipeline, 
said Steve Thorson. Criissroiids niiinagcr. 
An estimated cost will not be available un- 
til Q survey determines how much rock 
would be along the pipeline route. 

"If it's all rock, it will be very expensive 
to lay.” Krumsick .said. 

Krumsick prc.senied two possible routes 
for the pipelines: 

• North from the intersection of liiier- 
siaic 84 and U.S. 93 to the lOU South 
Road, then west n early to the Jemme 
Cheese Flam. 

• Northwest from the Intersection to 
South Lincoln, then north to the 100 South 
Road where it would tic in with cxi.siine 
sewer pipes. 

Either route could bring the Crossroads 
scw.igc to a lift station near the Jerome 
Cheese Plant south of Jerome, whore it 
would dilute, the waste from the chec.se 
plant. 

"This will help mix what's coming 1‘ruin 
the cheese plant, and .serve as a buffer for a 
problem I understand they are having with 
(waste) loads," said Krumsick. 

Survey crews arc expected to si;in this 
week digging 200-fooi lest holes aiui es- 
tablishing elevation levels. 

Hie district is also researching dewlop- 
mcni of a water supply, but such a pipe 
could not be buried in the same trench as 
the sewer line due to the risk oreoninmi- 
naiion, Krumsick said. 

Unansw'crcd is the question of who 
would pay for any upgrades that might be 
needed at the Jerome Waste Water Treat- 
nient Plant, which is sometime.s operated

DETROIT — A 15-ycar-old boy 
missing for at least six months had 
been handed over to a drug dealer by 
his mother to settle her SI. 000 crack 
cocaine debt, police said after find- 
ing the boy Tuesday. 

Investigators sorted through con- 
flicting accounts of whether he went 
voluntarily, sold drugs, was used as 
a .sex slave or was forced to smoke 
crack himself when he was hungry 
so his captors could save on food. 

Acting on an anonymous tip. po- 
lice found the boy in a small, run- 
down house in a neighborhood thick 
with drug dealers and prostitutes. 

His grandmother said he appeared 
addicted to crack. He had lost a lot 
of weight but seemed otherwise OK, 
she said. 

"Hc’.s crying a lot. I think he’s all 
right — he said he’s oil right,” she 
soid. “He’s os sweet as he can be. 


He’s got one hangup: It’s his moth- 
er. He loves her.” 

Inspector Michael Hall said al- 
though police believed the boy was 
.sold to settle his mother’s debt. "Wc 
have an indication that at some 
point, he became a willing partner in 
drug dealing." 

The boy appeared in juvenile 
court and was charged with delivery 
of cocaine, possession of cocaine 
with intent to deliver and truancy. 
His next court appearance was 
scheduled for Dec. 13. 

The 33-year-old mother was al- 
ready in Jail on an unrelated burglary 
charge and could face charges over 
her .son. 

A mon found with the teen-ager, 
described by police as a drug dealer 
with a long record, was arrested. He 
wasn’t identified by authorities, but 
police said the mother gave her son 
to a different dealer, who was being 
sought. 


“He was supposed to be working 
to pay off Iii.s mother’s debt,” said 
Sgt. Shelley Foy of the police child 
abuse unit. He went along to protect 
his mother, a common response in 
neglect cases involving drug-addict- 
ed parents, she said. 

“They’ve learned to protect their 
parents. It’s oil they have," Foy said. 

The boy denied his mother sold 
him to settle o $1,000 crack debt, but 
other evidence indicated it was true. 

Hall said. 

The boy’s grandmother said she 
talked to him for about lOminutesat 
a detention center after he was found 
and that he told her. “Mama, I need 
help." 

The boy had been living with his 
grandmother until he disappeared, 

but the mother had custody. The ^ 

grandmother said she planned to ask _ ' .

Heavy rains, flooding hit Oregon; snow sweeps across Rockies

Snow wos scattered across the Great Lakes ond into New 
England on Tuesday, with more than a foot piling up in 
places, and heavy rain fell ocrost pans of the Northwest. 

Heavy rain lashed the nonhera Oregon Coast Tuesday, 
contributing to landslides ond flooding that blocked road- 
ways and closed schools. 

Landslides Mondoy night closed some Oregon roads. 
Dozens of motorists were forced to spend the night in their 
cars and trucks cost of Tillamook before a path was cleared 
for them Tuesday morning. 

Tillamook had 5.4 inches of rain by Tuesday aflemoon, 
followed by Astorio with 3.5 inches ond Ponland with 1.5. 

The sionn also brought mild temperatures, and snow that 
■fell Monday on ski resorts in the Cascade Range began to 
melt Tuesday. In eastern Oregon, small stream flood advi- 
sories were posted for low-lying areot of Umatilla County 
because of the rain and rapidly melting snow. 

Flood warnings were posted for some rivers in the Port- 


land area und along the coast. Flood waichcs were in effect 
elsewhere in the western halfof Oregon. 

In Washington, Forks had 2.03 inches of rain and Olympia 
coIlecledl.il. 

Forthcr cast, heavy, wet snow fell in the mounla i ns. with 
10 inches by noon at Grays'Lakc, Idaho, and generally lesser 
amounts in Utah. Wyoming and Montana. 

A pocket of wintry weather hit Texas, with flurries in the 
DallaS'Foit Worth urea (hat accumulated to 3 inches deep in 
places. The area's last significant accumulation was on 
Tlianksgiving Eve 1993. when I to 2 inches lasted overaight 
Mfore melting, 

“It's 79 degrees two days ago, then it snows today," said 
meteorologist Brian Curran of the National Weather Service 
office in Fort Worth. 'Thot's North Texas weather. There's 
nothing unu.sual about it. but it’s never boring." 

The heaviest snow fell overnight in Wisconsin and Michi- 
gan. with 1 5 inches ut Frederic. Mich. About a dozen schools 
remained closed Tuesday in central and northern Lower 
Miehigan. 


Western drivers smile as 55 mph 
speed limit disappears into dust

Motorists who have long flouted 
the fcderul speed limits on open 
western roads soon will get what 
they’ve demanded; higher speed 
limits, or none at all. 

Western states, with vast stretch* 
cs of straight roads, have been be* 
hind the push to end the fcdcra'l 
limits. 

And now sc'vcral of the least pop- 
ulous states are poised to loke ad- 
vantage of the lifting of the federal 
speed limit, contained in the Na- 
tional Highway System Bill that 
President Clinton signed Tuesday. 

In Idaho, the chairwoman of the 
House Transportation Committee 
predicted lawmakers will raise 
speed limits, but not all of (hem and 
not all at once. 

Rep. JoAn Wood, R-Rigby. said 
(he Legislature isn't considering a 
speed limit change, mainly because 
no one knew what would be in the 
federal bill or whether Clinton 
would sign it. 

A speed limit propo.snl could be 
brought before the Legislature, and 


what is done on interstates in sur- 
rounding stales, especially Utah and 
Oregon, probably would inftucnce 
any decision, Wood said. 

In Wyoming, the speed limit will 
go to 75 mph for interstate high- 
ways and 65 mph for all other roads 
on Dec. 8. the day the federal limit 
is repealed. 

Nevada’s transponotion depart- 
_jncnijLS-picpauiig^cw_signs-lo_ 
boosi the speed limit on some 
stretches of interstate to 75 mph 
(hat same day. Other roads will' 
have limits of 70 mph and 65 mph 
os soon as (he signs con be posted. 

And in Montana, daytime mo- 
torists as of Dec. 8 will be able to 
drive whatever speed they deem 
“reasonable and proper,” provided 
that ihCiJiighway patrol ofTicer on 
duty agrees with their judgment. 

Change is months away in other 
western states. 

The Colorado, Utah and Idaho 
legislatures are expected to lake up 
the setting of new speed limits in 
sessions beginning in January. 

In Washington, some stretches of 
the stale's interstates will get higher 


limits, while others in urban areas 
will remain at 55 mph. Sid Morri- 
son. Washington's transportation 
secretary, said the state will move 
cautiously, a stretch at a time, to en- 
sure safety isn't compromised. 

Morrison said the new signs 
could go up in a few months in 
some areas, but probably won't go 
any higher than the pre-oil-embargo 
— 70-mph-Hmit; 

An Oregon slate senator who has 
advocated state control over speed 
limits said he may propose legisla- 
tion to post recommended speeds 
rather than limits. But Oregon has* 
no regular legislative session until 
1997, so any sooner action will 
have to be taken in o' special ses- 
sion. 

Moreover, the state’s highway 
safety manager believes that cxiil- 
ing speed limits are fine as they ore. 
Ed Marges said he could sec con- 
sidering certain segments on a casc- 
by-casc basis, but, 'Too many peo- 
ple are dying right now on our 
highways and I would not be anx- 
ious to see speeds increased.”

President Clinton pressed his case 
for sending 20,000 U.S. ground 
iropps to Bosnio, the Pentagon said 
Tuesdoy on additional 17^000

Clinton renewed his appeal for 
support Tuesday evening, moments 
before he left the White House --for 
Europe and onothcr scorch for 
pcocc, this lime in Northern Ire- 
land. 

Clinton had more persuading to 
do outside Washington. Thousands 
of Americans called the White 
House after his televised speech of 
the night before, and "there was a 
great deal of skepticism.” conceded 
spokesman Mike McCurry.

■‘Most Americans who contribute 
to 401 (k) pension plans never worry 
about the safety of their investments. ' 
and most ... probably never have to.” 
Labor Secretary Robert B. Reich told 
reporters. 

However, he said, investigators in 
recent months have discovered a 
growing number of companies mis- 
using their employees’ 401 (k) con- 
tributions. 

More than 300 civil and criminal 
investigations are under way. Reich 
said, and more than 100 other cases 
have been closed, resulting in the 
* recovery of S3.3 million, . 

Reich said the 10 warning signs 
ore: 

• Vour40l (k) statement is’eonsis- 
tently late or comes at irregular inter- 
vals. 

• Your occount balance doesn’t 
appear to be-uccunile. 

• Your employer held your contri- 
bution for more than 90 days without 
investing it. 

• A significant drop in your 
account balance, not explained by 
normal market volatility. 

• A_40L(k) statcmcnLshQWs.;yotir_ 

paycheck contribution wasn't made. 

• Inycsiment.s listed in your 
account balance that you haven’t 
authorized. 

• Former employees having trour 
blc getting their benefits. 

*' Unusual transactions, .such as a 
loan to the employer, a corporate 
officer or one of the plan trustees. 

• Frequent and unexplained 
changes in investment managers or 
consultants.

Gene may contribute to breast cancer 

NEW YORK — Scientists have identified a gene that might play an 
early role in producing breast cancer, a finding that migln lead to ways to 
prevent such cancers. 

Scientists found that the gene was frequently ovcractive in early breast 
cancers but only rarely so in nonconcerous breast abnormalities. 

If further research shows that the ovcractiviiy promotes breast cancer, 
drugs aimed at slowing it down may prevent some breast cancers in 
women at high risk, .said.rcscarcher Dr. David Page. 

The finding may also eventually lead to a test to tell whether certain 
microscopic breast abnonnalitics signal a pnnicularly high risk of breast 
cancer later on. Page said. That could allow preventive treatment, he 
said.

The towns couldn’t look more dif- 
ferent. Pre-war Srebrenica had man- 
sions,- tree-lined boulevards and 
flower gardens, nestled in a valley 
near the silver mines that provided its 
wealth and its name — srebro means 
silver. Despite bleak Communist-era 
construction, the ancient town had 
maintained much of its chorm until 
the war nearly destroyed it. 

Vozuca lacks all of that. A few 
pieces of clothing were draped over a.^ 
rope in front of Halilovic 's house in 
the vain hope they would diy in the 
foggy air. A stray cat scampered up 
steps leading into the cold and dark 
interior of the cinder-block home.

Defense Minister Lee Yang-ho said 
North Korea recently deployed more 
jet fighters, bombers and long-range 
ortillery closer to the tightly guarded 
border. The North’s anti-South 
rhetoric also has heightened, Lee said. 

The move came as two ma.ssivc 
scandals hove brought to light the 
wrongdoings of South Korea’.s 
unpopular former military rulers. 

Roh Tac-woo, president from 1988 
to 1993, is now in jail awaiting trial 
on bribery charges. His predecessor.

JEROME - A sickly 485-pound man 
has been seatenoed to 10 years in the 
state penitentiary after pleading guilty to 
lewd conduct with a foster girl in his 
brother’s home. 

Leroy L. Bishoff, 37, was sentenced 
Tuesday by 5th District Judge R. Barry 
Wood.. The felony carries a maximum 
sentence of life in prison. 

Bishoff pleaded guiltv tO' sexual acts 
with a teen-aged girl in the Jerome foster 
home of Edward and Sandy Bishoff. As 
of early November, the state still allowed 
them to keep foster children in (heir 
home. 

Leroy Bishoff showed the victim 
pomogrophic movies and sex toys and 
molested her at 519 10th Ave. E., aeeo^- 
ing to a police report. 

Leroy Bishofrs taxpayer-nnanced 
lawyer, Marilyn Paul, told Wood that 
"Mr. (Leroy) Bishoff is on individual 
with very complex medical history - dia- 
betic. asthma, other physical problems 
and is on oxygen." 

Also, because Leroy Bishoff did not 


display “normal" adult characteristics, he 
was given male hormone therapy in his 
mid 30’s,’Paul soid. 

"He was suddenly catapulted into phys- 
ical adulthood without counseling.’’ Paul 
.said. “This causes him to be not on ordi- 
nory adult. (Leroy) Bishoff hos been 
referred as someone who has a childlike 
personality." 

. Prosecutor John Horgan read from a 
counselor’s report that said Leroy Bishoff 
“hod no remorse ... He docs what he 
wants with no consequences." 

Judge Wood told Leroy Bishoff: “You 
use your medical condition to your own 
advantage, and you're not motivated. 
You use those medical things to your 
own bcnellt.* You manipulate people." 

Leroy Bishoff was u high school gradu- 
ate from Barstow, Calif., and had two 
years of college education. Judge Wood 
said. “You have an ubovc-overagc educa- 
tion and know right from wrong." the 
judge said. 

Leroy Bishoff told the judge, “What I 
did was entirely wrong, and all I can do is 
tell you - I’ll never do it again." 

Leroy Bishoff had been fred^sn his own 
recognizance with no fine and no bail.

Both items were 
defeated in September’s election.

“What arc we going to do with them?” 
he asked. “They can’t stay at the 
Presbyterian church forever."

Tuesday.

Gooding isheriff sues for salary, fees

his salary back. 

More than two months aAer the Gooding 
County commissioners stripped S9.400 
from his salary, he is suing them to restore 
the money and pay for attorney’s fees. 

"I just want my salary back," Jax said. 
He declined to comment further. "*niis is 
something wc'rc going to try in court, not 
the newspapers," he said. 

In September, Gooding County’s six 
deputies were laid off for nearly two weeks 
because there wasn’t enough money to pay 


them. Commissioners 
said Jax hadn’t properly 
managed his budget. Jax 
maintained that they 
hadn’t given him 
enough money to work 
with. Judge Daniel 
Meehl later called the 
budget fiasco a “mutual 
mistokc.”

Felony load may give first-time criminals a break

TWIN FALLS - Some first-time crimi- 
nals may get more breaks because of the 
way Twin Falls County prosecutors arc- 
screening criminal eases under an increas- 
ing caseload, Twin Falls County Prosecutor 
Richard Bevan said. 

“We just can’t keep spinning our wheels 
and treating every criminal like enemy No. 


I,” Bevan said. 

The prosecutor's office hos been bur- 
dened with an increasing number of cases. 
Six hundred thirty-nine cases were handed 
to the office for consideration as felony 
crimes this year so far. Last year, there 
were 480. Bevan said. 

Among the chonges he is making or con- 
sidering: 

• Filing fewer felony charges against 
first-timers. 


• Skirting several layers of paperwork by 
getting perpetrators to plead guilty to mis- 
demeanor crimes before prosecutors file 
felonies with only marginal evidence. 

• Having police concentrate on the “big 
fish" rather than going after mostly petty 
criminals. 

• Having police fill out forms requiring 
detailed information that the prosecutors 
need to build their felony cases.

RIO DE JANEIRO. Brazil (AP) — The 
United Stoics applauded stricter penalties on 
doping approved Tuesday by swimming's 
world governing body, calling the new sanc- 
tions "a giant step forward" for the sport. 

At a special Congress convened here, the 
International Swimming Fedemlion voted to 
extend to four years a mandatory ban 'on 
■ first-time sicroid users. The current suspen- 
“sionis two-yeors; 

That means swimmers who flunk drug 
tests will automatically miss an Olympic 
Games. 

The federation, known as FINA, also ruled 
that swimmers who lest positive for banned 
substances. will lose all "medals, victories

and uccompIishmcnl.s" in the preceding 12 
-months— “This is-O'giant-atep forward for 
swimming,” said Carol Zaleski, president of 
the U.S. swimming fedcnition. “The FINA 
has truly taken a positive step toward bcirig a 
leader against doping.” 

But FINA rejected or put olT action on 
some oflhc stiffesl unli-doping proposals, in- 


cluding mandatory drug tests and penalties 
' bgainst national teams whose ihembers test 
positive. 

U.S. swimming ofllcials have called for 
stricter vigilance since the Chinese women 
won 12 of 16 gold tncdols at the world cham- 
pionships in Rome, Italy last September. 

In a compromise with odvocates of manda- 
tory drug testing, delegotes determined that 
federations must inform“FINA“tf‘ 0 "swim-“ 
mcr's lime is among the' 50 fastest in the 
world. 

All countries will be required to provide 
FINA details of the swimmer's preparations, 
including meals, iheomount of training time 
and location. 


"This is good,” said Zalcski. “If athletes 
are aware they are being monitored, then that 
in itself will ^ a deterrent against doping.” 

But FINA slopped short of making drug 
testing compulsory. And it postponed a deci- 
sion on whether to bon a country from the 
Olympics if more than a certain percentage 
ofits swimmers failed drug testing. 

FINA director Cornel Marculescu said the 
proposnl-wDuldbetakcn-up-againat-thcfcd-- 
eration’s general congress in Atlanta next 
July 17. 

Delegates also deadlocked 17-17 on a pro- 
posal to fine individual fedenitions for swim- 
mers who used drugs. 

The United States and Australia voted in 


favor of the measure, said Zalcski. But some’~ 
big nations, such os Brazil, contended that id 
was impossible to control athletes in distant 
parts of the country. 

The tougher sanctions were widely seen os' 
a message to the Chinese team. Seven Chi- 
nese swimmers, including two world cham- 
pions, tested positive for drug use at the 
' Asian Gomes in Japan in October, 1994.'

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
average baseball salary went 
down by nearly SS8.000 this 
year, the first substantial dc- 
"clinc in 30 years. 

The average salary was 
SI, 1 10,766, according to final 
figures released Tuesday by 
the Major League Baseball 
Players Association at its annu- 
al meeting in Aventura, Fla. 
That wps a 5 percent drop from 
the 1994 average of 
$1,168,263. 


EL SEGUNDO, Calif. (AP) — 
Despite an overtime loss ui Kansas 
City and the debacle at Denver earli- 
er in the season, the Oakland Raiders 
looked like they were back among 
the NFL's best a couple of weck.s 
ago.

Probe focuses on alleged 
discrimination against disabled 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal investigators arc 
trying to determine whether the Nalionnl Collegiate 
Athletic Association discriminatc.s against student ath- 
letes with learning disabilities. 

Under scrutiny arc the NCAA rules designed to pre- 
vent colleges from giving athletic scholarships to stu- 
dents unprepared to handle college academic work, 
llic Justice Deportment's civil rights division wants to 
know if the rules arc unfairly applied to learning-dis- 
abled students. 

Discrimination against such students would violate 
(he Americans with Disabilities Act. “Wc received a 
complaint within the past month, and wc hove opened 
an investigation," John Wodatch, chief of the divi- 
sion’s disabilities rights section, said Tuesday. . 

The complaint came from the parents an Illinois 
high school swimming star, Chad Ganden, 1 7, a senior 
to Naperville North High School in suburban Chicago. 


Gonden wos the state swimming champion tost year in 
the 100-yord freestyle. This is by no means a cui-and- 
dried violation.” Woihitch soid. “Wc arc trying to un- 
derstand bow this policy works and whether it violates 
the disabilities oct.” 

The NCAA requires minimum scores on standard 
college entrance exams and minimum grade-point av- 
erages in at least 13 "core” college preparatory courses 
for students to be eligible for athletic scholarships. 

The NCAA told Ganden he did not have enough 
college preparatory courses to be eligible to occept a 
.school-paid recruiting visit to a college before Nov, 
15, according to The Woshington.Post. which first re- 
ported the stoiv. 

The Post satd Ganden has a normal IQ and the re- 
quired test scores but also has a decoding disability, 
which mokes it difficult to translate letters or scries of 
letters into spoken words.

BURLEY - Home cooked food and 
emergency response go together j'ust fine. 
In Burley, the firemen can prove it. 

Firemen, those protectors of property, 
limb and occasional stranded pets (not to 
mention Santa’s oHlcial chauffeurs), live 
at the fire house in 24-hour shifls through 
out the year. Since fires and other emer 
gcncics can happen at all hours, the Hrc 
house must be in business around the 
clock. Hic crew has to be ready to respond 
any time the fire alarm sounds. By ncccssi 
ty, meals are eaten at the firehouse and 
frequently interrupted. 

A brief survey of firehouses in the Mag 
ic Valley turns up varied eating habits, but 

when it comes to meals. In Jerome, wt: 
only one full-time fireman is on duty 
any given day, each one brings food from 
home and warms it up in the microwave. 
Sometimes, a spouse will bring the meals 

In Twin Falls, where several firemen 
on duty, some firemen bring TV dinners 
for the microwave, Restaurants that deliver 
arc oAcn called for inkc-out food, too. And 
some firemen ran next door to the bowling 
alley. On holidays like Thanksgiving or 
Christmas, the firemen on duty for the day 
pass around a sign-up sheet ahead of time 
and everyone promises to bring a different 
dish from home. The holiday dinner is a 
polluck feast. 

The Burley (Ire station is an exception to 
the rule. Although nobody is formolly as- 
signed cooking duty, a couple of the crew 
membcrs'-:Somctimcs volunteer to. cook a 
meal from scratch, much to the delight of 
their fellow crew members. Firefighters 
get tired of tokc-out. 

Burley Assistant Fire Chief Dick Rand- 
klev makes a delicious chicken soup and 
often cooks a complete breakfast with hash 
browns, bacon, eggs and coffee.

Here’s a portion of what the edi- 
tors recommend. 

Head entnpmeot A child's head 
can become entrapped in openings 
greater than 3(5 inches and smaller 
than 9 inches. Keep distances 
between slats, railings and any 
other spaces less than 3^ inches 
wide. 

Port size. While most choking^ 
deaths have occurred on objects 
IX inches or less in diameter, 
fatalities can also occur with larger 
objects. 

Make sure that where children 
younger than 3 arc concerned, no 
toy or removable part of fumiiurc 
(such as a knob) is less than IX 
inches in size. 

Comers and edges. Sharp cor- 
ners and thin, shorp edges arc not 
only painful to foil against or run 
into, they can cause permanent 
injury too young child. 

Round over all exposed corners 
and edges that children might 
encounter. Besides toys, this con- 
apply to furniture parts, such as the 
comers of drawers and coffee and 
end tables.

Entanglement. The chief danger 
from entanglement is that children 
might strangle if collars, draw- 
strings or hoods get caught on pro- 
trusions. 

Make sure that cribs, bunk beds, 
railings, outdoor play equipment 
and similar items arc free of pro- 
trusions on which clothing might 
become entangled.

Teri Womack, sales director for 
White Cap Hardware, Tools and 
Materiols in Santa Ana, Calif., said 
she's constantly surprised by how 
little consumers know. 

“Most people would be a lot hap- 
pier with their outdoor lighting if 
they just knew more about it." said 
Womack, who has been in the out- 
door lighting business for 12 years. 
"They’re used to buying low-vollagc 
lighting from a home center and 
don't know that there are lots of 
other products and styles out there." 

Then there's the matter of using 
lighting to creole the best effect.— 
“One way to use outdoor lighting 
is through trees. Just thinking you 
can place a light to shine up at a tree 
doesn't do it. There arc right woys 
and wrong ways to do it.” 

What should consumers know that 
they dop’i? “For ond thing," 
Womack said, “people think they're 
saving money by buying a cheap set 
of outdoor lights when they're really 
going to lose money in the long run. 
That’s because they don't know that 
there are quality Irjjhting sets out 
there which will withstand almost 
anything nature has to offer.” 

One of the problems nature causes 
is often found in coastal areas, 
Womack said. “If people live near 


the ocean, they should buy some- 
thing better llian a lighting fixture 
made of cast aluminum,” she said. 
"There arc some wonderful fixtures 
made of bross.or a composite materi- 
al that not only look beautiful but 
will withstand the rust and corrosion- 
problems that come with living on 
the coast." , ) 

Upgrading to a better, longer-last- 
ing lighting fixture will cost a bit 
more, Womack admits, but most 
consumers will spend less lA the 
long run because they won't have to 
replace a cheaper fixture. 

Another a.spcct of lighting to learn 
is what's new. 

"Fibcroptics.” Womack said, "It’s 
like u giant piece of fishing wire in 
which a special device projects light 
through it. Swimming pools can be a 
perfect site for .fibcroptics. If you 
think you've seen pool or spa light- 
ing in the pa.st that looks great, you 
should see what fibcroptics does. It 
will take your breath away."

Should he finesse and expose 
himself to a club ruff by Bast? Or 
should ho not finesse and live or 
die by his decision? 

There is no answer to the ques- 
tion without a calm assessment of 
the situation. What will happen if 
South loses a finesse and East 
gets a ruff? Nothing bad. Regard- 
less of how the trumps tie, the de- 
fense will score only a trump, a 
club ruff and a heart (South's dia- 
mond loser goes on the long club). 

' What happens if South plays 
his trump ace and East (a* devil) 
has both high trumps?
